The  inscription  adds 
considerably  to  the  value  of  this  weapon.  The  handle  and  the 
two  mounts  of  the  scabbard  are  of  tooled  steel  and  richly  damas- 
cened in  gold  with  human  busts,  birds  and  flowers,  and  twin 
serpent  heads  at  the  ends  of  the  guard.

SHAMSHIR  Persian,  17th  century 

Curved  sabre.  The  blade  of  Damascus  steel,  is  encrusted  with 
gold  on  the  shoulder,  with  verses  from  the  Koran.  The  handle 
is  of  ivory.  The  hilt  and  the  end  of  the  handle,  as  well  as  the 
three  metal  mounts  of  the  scabbard,  are  damascened  in  fine  gold 
with  verses  from  the  Koran.

“Success  with  the  help  of  God  is  nigh”,  “The  most  merciful  one 
is  God  alone.”

Among  the  numerous  inscriptions  in  gold,  on 
the  handle  appears  the  verse,  “In  the  name  of  God,  clement  and 
merciful”,  “May  God  give  the  victory  to  the  possessor  of  this 
sword.”  The  fine  watered  steel  blade  is  likely  to  be  more  ancient 
than  the  handle.

Magnificent  sabre  of  Shaik  Chamyl,  formerly  Iman  or  chief  of 
the  Caucasus.  The  flexible  blade  has  two  lateral  channels  and 
one  large  central  channel  with  the  Imperial  emblems  of  Russia, 
a two-headed  eagle  surmounted  by  the  Imperial  crown.  The 
width  of  this  blade  is  35  mm.  The  hilt  is  of  pure  gold  (21  carats) 
admirably  chased  and  filigreed.  The  guard  is  of  massive  pure 
silver,  surmounted  by  two  placques  in  virgin  gold  finely  chiselled, 
its  back  bears  the  signature  of  the  maker  “Abdullah  El-Ad'jvad.” 
The  scabbard  is  largely  of  massive  pure  silver  of  great  thickness, 
with  floral  decoration  and  black  leather  trimmings.  The  two 
rings  in  silver  bear  a long  waist-cord  of  braided  red  silk  wire 
with  tassels  and  buttons  in  gold  thread.

This  splendid  historical  object  was  sold  in  1922  at  Geneva  by 
the  grandson  of  Chamyl  to  an  Armenian  collector  named  Gara- 
bedian  who  sold  it  to  the  present  owner. 

The  privilege  of  displaying  the  Russian  eagle  on  Chamyl’s  blade 
was  granted  by  the  Emperor  after  ChamyPs  conquest  of  the 
Caucasus,  though  this  very  blade  had  struck  down  many  Russians.

The 
scabbard  has  in  addition  four  mounts  of  solid  silver,  chiselled, 
nielloed,  filigreed  and  gilded,  the  two  silver  gilt  rings  hold  a 
Caucasian  belt  of  black  leather,  furnished  with  thirteen  pieces 
of  silver  nielloed  and  gilded,  the  under  side  of  the  scabbard  of 
nielloed  silver  and  crimson  velvet  with  a date  which  seems  to  be 
1205  Mohamedan,  1789  A.  D.  Strangely  enough  the  girdle  is 
affixed  to  the  edge  or  the  cutting  side  of  the  weapon  thus  forcing 
the  user  to  turn  it  when  ready  to  pull  out  the  blade.
